Her home bustled with activity 
as she cooked and baked for the 
dinner and then aired the parlor 
and swept 
away 
the 
dust 
for 
months of disuse. The parlor might 
be shut up all the rest of the winter 
to save heat, but if she held her 
quilting party in her every day liv­ 
ing room she would need a good 
excuse for it to be “talked about.’” 
During the territorial period in 
Missouri, the men sometimes came 
along to a quilting bee, making it 
the occasion for a community get- 
together. While the women quilted 
the men would split rails or do oth­ 
er work for the host, then at noon 
every one joined in a bountiful bas 
ket dinner. 
As Missouri communities grew 
more thickly populated, the quilt­ 
ing bee became strictly a "hen par­ 
ty ’”. Husbands drove the ladies 
to the house in a buggy or surrey , 
but they wouldn’t have dreamed of 
going inside. 
The hostess 
would have the 
frames taken out of her storeroom 
or attic, cleaned off, and set up. 
Two X’s made the end pieces, con­ 
nected by two piles to which the 
quilt was fastened and then rolled 
taut, with much adjusting of pins 
and threads until it was “squared 
on” exactly right. Then every one 
grew hushed as the hostess per­ 
formed the ticklish task of drawing 
diagonal lines with chalk and y ard­ 
stick for the women to sew along. 
Usually four women worked on 
each side of the frame, and as they 
grew weary , others who had been 
gossiping in the kitchen would re­ 
lieve them. When each section was 
finished,

and 
turned the frames up to the next 
strip. 
Any other time it was customary 
for all the guests to be seated at 
the dinner table together, but not 
on quilting day . The quilters ate 
in shifts, for the frames must be 
kept turning! 
When the late afternoon sun 
slanted across the parlor flooor, 
the quilters’ day was climaxed by 
the hostess announcing “Done! we 
can take it off now!” They un­ 
pinned the quilt from the edging 
of the frame and spread it out to 
admire the beauty of their handi­ 
work. 
As the shadows lengthened in the 
barn lot the men would drive up 
and stand around talking, casting 
anxious ey es toward the house.

Shuffit, K irk said, only wanted! 
to pick up garbage, no trash, cans 
etc., and planned to cook the gar­ 
bage in accordance with the state 
law before feeding it to the hogs. 
He wanted a reasonably long con­ 
tract and exclusive rights in the 
area with the privilege of dumping 
excess garbage at the city dump. 
His patrons would have to have 
containers placed conveniently for 
collection and suggested a six- 
months experimental contract. 
If the plan worked out success­ 
fully, K irk said, Shuffit planned 
to put on more trucks and men and 
expand the collection service. 
It was finally decided, and the 
mayor was authorized, to name a 
committee to get together with all 
the garbage collectors and see if 
a uniform system could be worked 
out. 
Reports of various city depart­ 
ments were approved including 
the fire department, which report­ 
ed IO fire* in Ju ly and $235 due the 
volunteer firemen; the police re­ 
port of $959 collected in fines last 
month; the collectar’s report and 
the various expenditures for the 
city in Ju ly. 
Citizens Complain 
Alderman Cook reported there 
is considerable complaint from res­ 
idents on Agnes Street of the prac­ 
tice of over-night parking on both 
sides of the street with cars being 
left entirely on the black-top pav­ 
ing. The matter was referred to 
the police with instructions to keep 
the street clear for traffic. 
The matter of the worn-out 
bull-dozer 
at the 
sanitary 
fill 
came up again, It is, the mayor 
declared, past repair and should 
be disposed of. A committee w ill 
check the matter and recommend 
what is to be done. 
Outlawed,

charged off, but Mayor Butler 
announced a special effort w ill be 
made to see if some of the unpaid 
taxes on the city’s books, about

The mayor brought up the mat­ 
ter of the fee to be charged junk 
haulers and said the $25 being 
charged 
was beyond the reach 
of many small outfits. Crader in­ 
formed the Council the ordianco 
only provided for a $10 fee and 
that the additional $15 was a fee 
imposed by former Mayor Cravens 
to allow the junk haulers to use 
the city dump, and had not been 
authorized by Council. It was de­ 
cided that $10 would be the fee 
and that any junk dealers wiio 
may have paid the full $25 be 
refunded the excess charge. 
Lawrence 
Ables, 
street com­ 
missioner, was directed not to let 
people haul dirt away from the 
dump without paying for it any 
more. Hitherto, according to Ables, 
those who wanted one load or 50 
would just go there, load up and 
take it away. He knew of many 
cases, 
Ables 
said, 
where 
they 
would get the dirt for nothing and 
then sell it for as much as $5 a 
load. The Council directed that a 
charge of $1 per load be made 
hereafter for getting dirt at the 
dump. 
Ables also informed the Council 
that work on the streets was often 
interfered with by people driving 
cars past street barricades, corn­ 
ing out and forbidding the work­ 
men to do jobs in front of their 
houses and generally interfering. 
The Council passed, on third read­ 
ing under suspension of the rules, 
an ordinance making interference 
a misdemeanor and setting a pen­ 
alty rf not less than $1 nor more 
than $100 as the fine. 
The restaurant grading ordin­ 
ance, presented to Council sev­ 
eral months ago, was called up and 
read for first time by Crader. This 
is 
the ordinance providing 
for 
grading of eating establishment* 
and requiring certain standards of 
cleanliness, etc. Enforcement of 
the ordinance would be with tho 
county health department which 
had offered its services for en­ 
forcement of the ordinance. Such 
restaurants as did not comply eith­ 
er intentionally or otherwise would 
be given 30 days, after the ordin­ 
ance is operative, to comply or 
get out of business. 
The 18-page milk regulation or- 
ddinance was the next item. Th!* 
ordinance goes into the regulation 
of milk producing, distribution and 
labelling

and provides that no milk may be 
sold in the city unless the rather 
rigid requirements are complete­ 
ly complied with. It does not effect

Mexico continues its march for­ 
ward. 
This week the Mexico Industrial 
Corporation w’as organized. 
If it works, as it should work, 
Mexico will be helped. 
Not that the MIC will be able 
to herd a hundred head of new 
industries into Mexico immediate­ 
ly. 
Not at all. 
But in the years to come, it 
should be able to bring in a new 
industry or so—we hope several, 
of course.

In the past, there has been no 
*ne legally constituted body avail­ 
able for immediate action when 
the opportunity of getting a new 
industry knocked. 
The MIC now fills that vacuum. 
We recently read two pertinent 
comments about industrial devel­ 
opment corporations such as Mex­ 
ico’s MIC. Here they are: 
A report from the Federal Bank 
of Boston, Mass., covered seven 
such corporations in New' England. 
“Investment in the corporation,” 
-ays the report, “has been worth 
while . . . the foundations have 
brought new industrial concerns 
to their communities, creating new 
jobs for industrial workers, new 
business for merchants, profes­ 
sional people, utilities, banks and 
service trades, and new sources 
of taxes for 
local government. 
They have also increased or pre­ 
served land value to the benefit 
of existing real estate owners. 
"Wh.le they may appear to be 
no immediate benefit to m anu­ 
facturing concerns already located 
n the community which do not 
produce for the local m arket, far­ 
sighted m anufacturers were the 
largest investors in some of the 
development 
corporations. 
They 
realized that they would share in 
the long-range benefits of operat­ 
ing in prosperous communities and 
that increases in local m anufactur­ 
ing would aid them in part, by 


reducing their taxes.”

“Eighty per cent of the com­ 
munities having such organiza­ 
tions,” it says, “have secured one 
or more industries for their re­ 
spective communities.

The average 
capitailization for the organiza­ 
tions represented is $51,700, while 
the average annual rental received 
by the corporations is $2,350 which 
represents four and one half per 
cent plus on the initial investment 
by the community.

PANMUNJOM W — Four hun­ 
dred happy Allied war captives 
rode Russian trucks down the dirt 
road from North Korea to free­

The massive, five-week Korean 
War prisoner exchange was on- 
12,763 U. N. troops, including 3,313 
Americans, for 74,000 Reds. 
The Communists said 392 more 
prisoners, including 70 Americans, 
will be liberated tomorrow (p.m. 
EST. Wednesday.) 
Seventy Americans came out of 
the bleak Communist prison camps 
in the first day’s exchange, many 
with laughs and shouts, all with 
heartfelt thanksgiving to be home­ 
ward bound.

At the regular weekly dinner ses­ 
sion of the Junior Chamber of Com­ 
merce in the Country Club last 
night, the main topic of conver­ 
sation, of course, was ‘the rodeo’.

The rapid expansion in the use 
ol air-conditioning machinery in­ 
volving the use of city water has 
produced a water problem that is 
growing increasingly serious for 
every city in Missouri, according 
to a letter received by Mayor Chas. 
H. Butler from L. E. Ordelheide, 
director of the Bureau of Public 1 
Health 
Engineering, 
Division 
of 
Health of Missouri. 
And the impact of this expanded 
demand plus the unusually hot and 
dry summer has loaded the local 
water plant to a point far beyond 
a.iv demand m th< past. 
In June, according to a report 
to the mayor, the water depart­ 
ment billed paying customers for 
37.185.800 gallons of water and in 
July this was increased by 4,915.- 
100 gallons to a total of 42,100.900 
gallons. Neither figure, the mayor 
pointed out, includes the gallonage 
supplied the city. 
To meet this unprecendented de­ 
mand for water — the biggest in 
the history of the city — the water 
plant is pumping its full capacity 
from all four wells and at the rate 
of 2500 gallons per minute. 
Despite this unprecedented de­ 
mand on the city’s water supply, 
the mayor emphasized, there is no 
present need for alarm as the water 
plant is meeting the current de­ 
mand and there is no immediate 
prospect of any necessity to ration 
the water supply. 
If consumption of water continues 
to increase, the mayor said, this 
morning, as it has in the past, it 
is going to be necessary that some 
changes be made. 
While air conditioners are not 
entirely to blame for the demand, 
they do impose a big problem, he 
said. As it is now water used in 
the type of conditioners using wa­ 
ter as a cooling medium, goes into 
the city’s sanitary sewer system, 
overloading them and making their 
operation less effectual. 
As many firms are understood 
to be planning the installation of 
air conditioning units for next year, 
Mayor Butler said, it may be ne­ 
cessary to require such firms to 
cither erect towers so the water 
may be re-used or sink wells for 
the air condition supply of water. 
The water problem holds many 
serious possibilities, he said. In 
case of a general conflagration the/ 
700.000 gallons stored in the city’/i 
storage tanks could be rapidly ex­ 
hausted and with the pumps opera­ 
ting to full capacity there would be 
no reserve pumping capacity to 
replace it fast enough. It takes 
virtually all night, or twelve hours, 
to fill the storage tanks, main 
souree of the supply for fighting 
fires, and they would empty in 
about half that time. 
This year’s hot, dry summer has 
set business men to consider ser­ 
iously putting in air conditioners 
for next year and, as a result, if 
next summer proves a duplicate 
of this one, even higher demands 
may be expected on municipal 
water supplies. At six different 
meetings of the Missouri Water and 
Sewerage Conference last spring, 
this problem was presented and 
thoroughly discussed and the state 
is recommending that cities enact 
ordinances governing the instal­ 
lation of any machinery demanding 
heavy withdrawls from their water 
systems.

Lions Hear More About 
Psychological Warfare 


Capt. Dick Fuller, here on fur­ 
lough was a recall speaker before 
the Lions Club at its usual Wed­ 
nesday noon luncheon meeting in 
the Rustic Rock Inn today. Fuller 
spoke briefly at last week’s ses­ 
sion and there were many requests 
he be invited to return as today’s 
principal speaker. He elaborated 
on his theme of a week ago—“Psy­ 
chological W arfare”. 
The army, he said, is only auth­ 
orized to employ this type of w ar­ 
fare in an actual field of active 
warfare and the only field it has 
been operating in has been in 
Korea. 
The mission of this sort of com­ 
bat is to weaken the will of the 
enemy, soldier and civilian to re­ 
sist and has three main targets. 
1. The front line troops; 2. fur­ 
ther to the rear to hit civilians and 
rear echolon troops and 3. To that 
group of people behind the enemy 
lines who are hostile to the red 
regime. 
Basically, there are three med­ 
iums 
employed: 
loud 
speakers 
which are mounted at the front 
or carried in planes over the lines 
and used in connection with artil­ 
lery barrages and infatry attacks 
to undermine the enemy’s will to 
resist; leaflets which are prepared 
in the rear and used for hitting 
long range targets. These are drop­ 
ped from planes; shot into enemy 
targets in artillery shells or taken 
out by regular infantry patrols 
which tack them up or distribute 
them oaek of enemy lines. 
The third media is the radio 
usually mobile types which are 
carried in two 10-ton vans, one of 
which is the studio and the other 
the transm itting and receiving sta­ 
tion. These usually equal a live- 
w att station. 
Psychological warfare, he said in 
closing, is a recognized weapon of 
warfare and something in between 
the sure-fire weapon some claimed 
it was in World War II and the 
‘no good’ weapon some of the 
commanders labelled it.

Search Planes Sight 
Some Bomber Survivors 
In Icy North Afantic 


LONDON (/P) — A giant U. S. 
Airforce 
RB - 36 
reconnaissance 
bomber plunged in flames into 
the icy North Atlantic today and 
several hours later a searching air­ 
craft reported spotting wreckage 
and survivors. 
Twenty-three men jumped into 
the Atlantic from 
the downed 
plane. 
A search plane reported sight­ 
ing five survivors bobbing on a 
raft. Four of the men stood up and 
waved. The fifth man was lying 
on the raft. The survivors were 
first spotted on the high seas 420 
miles west of Prestwick, Scotland. 
The rescue plane tried to estab­ 
lish radio contact with the raft, 
which is equipped with a small 
transmitter. 
The merchant ship Uruguay also 
radioed it had reached the scene. 
As soon as the wreckage was 
spotted the search plane dropped 
a boat and radioed other aircraft 
in the area. A second RB-29 soon 
appeared and also dropped a boat. 
Other American and British air­ 
craft engaged in the search halted 
their rectangular flying patterns 
and began flying in wide circles 
around the area to determine if 
any men had drifted away. 
The wreckage was sighted at 
12:36 p.m., British summer time 
5:36 a.m., (CST), or just over 
eight hours after the big plane 
plunged into the water.

Milk Ordinance 
To Put Squeeze 
On Small Herds 


Rigid Requirements 
M a y Force M any 
Out of Business 


Anyone who reads the provis­ 
ions and requirements of the milk 
ordinance presented and read the 
first time at this week’s council 
meeting will immediately realize 
that when this ordinance is adopt­ 
ed a number of small dairymen are 
going to find their market abruptly 
shut off. 
The rigid specifications for the 
type if burn in which the cows 
be housed, the requirements for 
the handling and cooling of the 
milk, the tests and inspections 
demanded to secure a Grade A 
rating for the milk produced are 
going to be entirely beyond the 
financial ability of many small 
herd milkers to meet. 
Scattered throughout the county 
there are many farm ers who have 
one, two or three cows they milk 
regularly and have been selling 
the milk to city dairies. 
After the passage of this ordin­ 
ance, which will prohibit the sale 
of any milk within the corpora­ 
tion limits unless it comes from 
a dairy that has met all the re­ 
quirements of the ordinance, many 
of these farm ers will simply be 
financially unable to make the 
changes necessary to put their 
buildings into the condition re­ 
quired. 
This means they will either have 
to sell such milk as is not con­ 
sumed at home to other farmers 
outside the city, find a new mar­ 
ket where the restrictions are not 
so rigid, or dispose of the excess 
fluid by feeding hogs, or perhaps, 
dispose of their cows. 
Such farmers will find their 
problem is not restricted to Sik­ 
eston, but will be general through­ 
out the state and the adjoining 
states for this type of milk ordin­ 
ance has been, or is being, adopt­ 
ed by cities in all the adjacent 
states as well as Missouri. 
To provide relief for these small 
dairymen, Mayor Chas. H. Butler 
said this morning efforts are being 
made toward getting a cheese plant 
for Sikeston which can absorb the 
milk from the small dairyman 
whose market will be lost by the 
imposition of the Grade A milk 
requirements. 
Cheese plants, the mayor said, 
are allowed to buy milk that does 
not meet the Grade A specifica­ 
tions and he had been approached, 
he went on, by several men with 
experience in operating cheese 
plants who are inquiring about the 
prospects of being able to put one 
here.
